Election/Restrictions

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Sun et al 
(5,923,665). 

Sun et al, in Figures 1-4, 6, and 7, discloses a memory controller for decoding a 
compressed/encoded video data frame using the same process for controlling an 
audio/video digital decoder 120 as specified in claims 1-7 of the present invention, 
comprising continuous acquisition of a digital audio/video stream 101, the digital video 
stream 101 being composed of an ordered sequence of images (Fig. 2); video decoding 
of all the images of the sequence 111; generation of a video signal based on only part 
of the images of the sequence (Fig. 2D); decoding the digital audio stream into an audio 
sequence 112 in synchronism with the video decoding. 

With respect to claims 2-7, Sun et al also discloses playing the audio sequence 
(Fig. 6); wherein the sequence comprises images of a first type and images of a second 
type and wherein the part is limited to the images of the first type (Fig. 2D); wherein the 
acquisition is a reading from a digital medium 604; wherein the acquisition is a reception 
of a digital stream (e.g. TV); and wherein the video signal is intended for display 607.
